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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To sufficiently improve the quality of water to 

be treated without 

being affected by the change in the quality thereof by 
forming the device in 

such a manner that the magnetic flux density of the magnetic 

field formed in 

the guide passage for the water to be treated by magnetic 
field forming means 
can be adjusted. 

CONSTITUTION: The magnetizer 10 is so constituted that the 
distance between 

holders llA and IIB, i.e., the distance between the opposite 
surfaces of

permanent magnets 12A and 12B can be adjusted by screw 
members 13, 14 as 

distance adjusting means. The magnetic flux density of the 
magnetic field 

formed between the permanent magnets 12A and 12B can, 
therefore, be properly 

adjusted according to the quality of the water to be treated 
and the positions 

thereof are fixed by nuts 13a, 14a. An elastic pipe 15 which 
guides the water 

to be treated is disposed between the opposite surfaces of 

the permanent 

magnets 12A and 12B. This magnetizer 10 is mounted to, for 
example, a hot 

water circulating bath device. The hot water (water to be 
treated) guided by 

the elastic pipe 15 is then sufficiently suppressed in the 
propagation of the 

anaerobic bacteria in the magnetic field. The hot water is 
thereafter passed 

through a natural stone groups and the anaerobic bacteria are 
further removed 

by the aerobic bacteria existing therein. The quality of the 
hot water is thus 
sufficiently improved. 
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
